Art Detective Looked Awhile. 
Found the Clue in Mona’s Smile

USICIAN, financier, scientist and art critic are professions any one of which would euflice. as 
a life’s work for one man. But for Dr. Maurice H. Goldblatt, considered one of the outstanding 


art critics extant, they are all phases in a long ani productive life. 


In his apartment at 180 East Delaware place, evidence of his. activity abounds, 
on walls, propped up against bookcases and standing on floors, Magazines in which he has published 


exciting finds in the field of art 
detection are piled high on his 
desk. 

Dr. Goldblatt is at present di- 
rector of the Notre Dame uni- 
versity art galleries, a position 
he has held since 1932, At that 
time Notre Dame did not possess 
any outstanding paintings. Dr. 
Goldblatt was instrumental in de- 
veloping the galleries to their 
present first-class condition. The 
collection is estimated at millions 
of dollars. 

ONE OF THE most interesting 
facets of Dr. Goldblatt’s career 
is his work as an art detective. 
He has identified many obscure 
paintings and determined the 
work of many masters whose 
work might have remained un- 
known to the public. At Notre 
Dame he has a fully equipped 
laboratory which aids him in de- 
tecting the fakes from the orig- 
inals. AS a result of His work 
he has received’ the French Le- 
gion of Honor and. decorations 
from the Louvre. 


Dr. Goldblatt noted several 
ways in which supposed originals 
have been identified as forgeries 
or copies. When a copyist paints 
his picture he paints only the 
surface, that which is visible to 
the eye. However, when an artist 
makes an original there is pres- 
ent what is called underpainting 
—that is, several layers of paint 
beneath the surface layer. This 
is done because the artist may 
want to give a particular tone to 
the outer layer. Or, perhaps be- 





cause he made an error which he 
subsequently covered up. 

Often the expert can tell 
whether the painting was done by 
a left or right-handed artist by 
the sweep of the brush strokes. 
And if it is known with which 
hand the original artist painted, 
this information can be conclu- 
sive in identifying the art work. 

ONE OF HIS most Iamous cas- 
es was the identification of the 
original “Mona Lisa” from 
among the many copies in circu- 
lation. In this case, Goldblatt 
found that the famous enigmatic 
smile was based on a curve, The 
painting had been laid out geo 
metrically perfect, while the 
copies were all inaccurate. (This 
theory has been incorporated into 
a plane geometry text now being 
used in the public school system.) 

When asked how price is de- 
termined on a great painting, Dr. 
Goldblatt said it is usually set by 


the auction house at the going ™ 


market value, since there is noth- 
ing materially valuable in the 
painting itself. It is the reputa- 
tion and skill of the artist that is 
important. 

Besides the directorship of the 
Notre Dame galleries, Doctor 
Goldblatt is an advisor on art mat- 
ters to Dr. Thorek, Protestant 
Bishop of Brooklyn, as well as a 
member of a committee who se- 
Tel-Aviv art museum. 

When questioned about the ex- 
istence of Jewish school of paint- 
ing, Dr. Goldblatt is most em-

phatic in his belief: there is. 
Whereas American painters have 
particular style that can be 
classified as “American,” there is 
such a thing as a Jewish school, 
he maintains. Its two most im- 
portant attributes are its subject 
matter and the intensity with 
which its pictures are done. 

“I EXPECT to see a definite 
school develop in Israel,” said 
Dr. Goldblatt, “in spite of the 
fact that artists in Israel have 
diverse backgrounds. There are 
in Israel at the present time sev- 
eral painters who do have a dis- 
tinct Jewish approach.”

At 13 
he made his debut as a concert 
violinist. From 1910 to 1940 he 
taught violin at the Chicago Mu- 
sical College and was also con- 
certmaster of the Chicago Phil- 
harmonic. 

IN 1928 HE received a doctor 
of fine arts and two years later 
received a doctor of music. In 
1934 Notre Dame awarded him 
the degree of LL.D. 


A handy guide for the layman 
in appreciating art is suggested 
by Dr. Goldblatt. 


@ Realism: Form, line and 
color follow the original object. 
The old masters painted in this 
manner. 

@ Impressionism: The effect 
of light striking objects. Artists 
began painting out of doors at 
this point. Manet, Monet, Pis- 
saro and Cezanne are among the 
best known of all who painted in 
this way. 

@ Expressionism: The record- 
ed psychological reaction of a 
painter to an object. Most paint- 
ers use this approach today. 

“In my _ opinion, Goldblatt 
avers, “80 per cent of the expres- 
sionist painting done today will 
land in the rubbish heap by the 
end of the century.” In this line 
of reasoning, he believes the work 
of Rembrandt or diVinci would 
probably not be accepted today.

Propective brides. are general- 
ly divided into three categories: 

@ Girls whose relatives in Is- 
rael know some “nice young 
man” or another distant rela- 
tive, arrange for marriage by 
mail with the girls or with their 
families in America and thus 
earn a “mitzvah”; 

@ Girls who come to Israel as 
tourists, see the prospects are 
good, and get a huband through 
an agency, relative or friend; 

@ Girls who comé to Israel 
with the specific purpose of nab- 
bing a man. These ladies lose no 
valuable time, but head straight 
for one of the Shadchonim. 

AS TO THE MEN, most, of not 
all who marry American girls 
are prepared to emigrate to the 
United States; they know that 
they will not be able to give 
their new wives the comforts 
and standards to which they are 
accustomed if they remain in Is- 
rael. Conservative esetimates for 
1954 predict at least 500 marri- 
ages between Israeli men and 
American women, at least 440 of 
which will result in the men’s 
emigration.

Zionism Not All Polities 


F an example of the help non-Zionists 
can give to Israel were needed, and a 
good reason for setting up some kind of 
machinery for harnessing the efforts of 
non-Zionists in behalf of Israel projects, 
why look further than the American Fund 
for Israel Institutions. 

This fine organization is directed by 
Edward Norman, who is secretary of the 
American Jewish Committee. Mr. Nor- 
man’s interest in Israel needs no comment 
from The Post, yet his works in the U. S. 
Jewish community has been with an or- 
ganization often termed in the past, not 
today, unfriendly to Zionist aspirations. 


‘The Fund, as it is known, announced at 
its annual dinner in New York a donation 
of $250,000 from Fredric R. Mann, one 
of its trustees, for a Tel Aviv Cultural 
Center. Another gift, to erect an Academy 
of Music in Israel, which possibly could 
amount in dollars to more than Mr. Mann’s 
gift, although the sum was not announced, 
was made by Samuel Rubin, another Fund 
trustee. 

If the Fund is concerned solely with the 
fate of cultural institutions in Israel, who 
is to find fault with the efforts of these 
people? In fact, could one say that because 
these are not political-minded Zionists, 
their efforts should be rejected? 


Who Reads What? 


A SURVEY showing that 84 out of every 
hundred Jews do not read any Jew- 
ish publication regularly has just been re- 
leased by the Catholic Digest. 

The Catholic publication asked a cross 
section of 104 million Americans over 18 
years of age: “Do you happen to read any 
religious magazine or newspapers regu- 
larly?” 

Forty-four per cent of Catholics in 
America never read a Catholic public- 
ation regular fifty-eighty per cent of Pro- 
testants never read a Protestant publi- 
cation regularly. 

What good it will do to bewail this 
situation, we don’t know. Actually we are 
inclined to the belief that the non-readers 
are not wholly to blame. That if there 
were Jewish publications exciting enough 
to read, Jews would read them. 

But this may not be the complete an- 
swer. 

Even if there were an intensely absorb- 
ing Jewish news weekly, on a similiar 
plane of interest and excitement like Time 
_ or r Newsweek, we doubt that it would get

the high percentage of readership it de- 
served. 

The same criteria applied to the syna- 
gogue or to any Jewish organization 
would result in a similar disproportionate 
lack of response. 

In other words, the synagogue and all 
Jewish agencies suffer from the same in- 
difference of Jews to things Jewish. 

If this conslusion leads one to despair 
of Jewish life in the U.S., it need not, for 
the real answer would be in the trend. 
Is the 14 per cent who do read Jewish 
publications regularly a decrease from a 
previous 20 per cent or an increase from a 
previous 10 per cent. 

Also one might question the reliability 
of the figures. Obviously these figures 
must not include publications like the 
National Jewish Monthly or the Hadassah 
Newsletter which together must reach 
more than 500,000 homes, not to mention 
the publications of organizations like the 
Zionist Organization of America, the La- 
bor Zionist Organization of America, Miz- 
rachi, ete. ,

OR nearly six years now Zionist leaders have 
been approaching the problems of their move- 
ment with frozen minds and open mouths; never 
ready to take time out to think, always ready to 
make a statement. Ora speech. Or write an article. 
Or have someone else write it and sign their name 
to it. Or issue a publicity release. 

Most of the so-called “plans” or “programs” by 
Zionist leaders sound like plans made up by a bunch 
of old haberdashers on how to sell straw hats in 
January in Alaska. Each one of 
the haberdashers has his own 
idea on the color and size and the 
material for the hat-bands; on the 
quality of the straw; on the shape 
of the hats, etc. etc. They know 
what they are talking about: 
they’ve been in that business for 
many years and they made money 
in it. But the only problem they 
refuse to face is: Who in the 
world is going to buy straw hats 
in January in Alaska? When 
faced with that question, they FRANK 
lose their tempers, start muttering about an adver- 
tising campaign or invite somebody to deliver an 
inspiration talk about the balmy summer in the 
isiands of the Pacific. 

At the last session of the Zionist Actions Com- 
mittee in Jerusalem something happened which, 
translated into the language of my Parable of the 
Old Haberdashers, amounts to this: 

BEN-GURION, IN A LETTER from Sdeh Boker, 





wrote: “Boys, you can’t sell straw hats in Alaska in 
January. If you want to do business in Alaska in 
January, sell earmuffs, or open a hotdog stand. But 
don’t tell me that because you once made money 
selling straw hats in July in Miami, you can sell 
them in January in Alaska. That won’t keep you in 
business. If you persist, you’ll just go broke.” 

The Old Haberdashers at first tried to suppress the 
letter. Then, fearing that Ben-Gurion might publish 
the letter on his own, they’started a campaign of 
abuse-with-respect, so to speak. The public was 
made to believe that Ben-Gurion insulted the Zionists, 
when, as a matter of fact, he merely presented the 
problem in straightforward but polite terms. (B. G. 
has not always been gentle with American Zionists, 
but this time he was quite civil.) 

AND THE OLD HABERDASHERS still go on 
planning how to sell straw hats in Alaska in January. 
What else happened at the Actions Committee 
meeting in Jerusalem? Well, the delegates from 
France agreed that if the Zionists in America deem 


it necessary and feasible to form an American Coun- 


cil for Israel with the non-Zionists, they are free to 
do so; the delegates from America decided that if 
the Zionists of France of all parties feel like forming 
an all-party Territorial Union, they may proceed. 
Otherwise, as a certain eminent columnist put it 
in his inimitable fashion (and without intending to 
be humorous), there was a meetng of the minds on 
everything, but no agreement on anything.

prices, when on leave in the city. 


It is well known that the Army of Israel is as 
effective an instrument for wielding the heterogenous 


. immigrants into one nation as the schools are. It is 


a stupendous task and could not succeed as well as 
it does if only the Government were handling it. The 
ready cooperation of civic organizations helps to put 
it across. The public in Israel gives not only money 
to the Committee but also provides many volunteer 
workers without whose help it would be impossible 
to provide the above-mentioned facilities. 


Baratz, one of the most attractive personalities of 
the older pioneer community, is a veteran in that 
kind of activity, having led in such work in World 
War II.

THOSE IGNORING ISRAEL ENDANGER 
GROWTH AND DEVELOPMENT HERE 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

Carl Alpert’s comment on the 
decreasing Zionist sentiments of 
American rabbis is, unfortunate- 
ly, quite true. 


Interest in Zionism, on the de- 
cline in American Jewry since the 
heroic days of Israel’s war of 
liberation, has not been bolstered 
by the religious leadership. There 
is an over-sensitivity among 
American rabbis in matters per- 
taining to Israel—a negative sen- 
sitivity hardly shared by \the 
average member of our syna- 
gogues, 

It is strange to note that at the 
time when so-called non-Zionist 
mass organizations such as the 
Bnai B'rith or Jewish labor 
groups, were readily accepting 
the hallowed Jewish anthem and 
the flag, American rabbis, con- 
firmed Zionist leaders, were first 
to, object to this traditional sym- 
bolism on the grounds of dual 
loyalty. One is apt to wonder 
whether this over-concern with 
anticipated or imaginary reac- 
tions of non-Jews, is not really a 
compensation for failing in the 
Spiritual efforts among Jews 
themselves .. . 


There is a rising fear of compe- 
tition between the American syn- 
agogue and the cause of Israel. 
Since Israel’s struggle ,has come 
to the forefront within the last 
decade, a phenomenal growth has 
taken place in our synagogue 
strength and sphere of influence 
It is regrettable that this indebt- 
edness of the synagogue to the 
Zionist movement is repeatedly 
denied today. 

In setting up the dichotomy of 
the American synagogue and Is- 
Tael, in failing to appreciate our 
own dependence on the Zionist 
Movement in the revitalization of 
our organized religious life—we 
are endangering our own growth 
and development by cutting our- 
Selves off from the sources of 
Power and spiritual energy. Long 
ago Achad Haam suggested that 
if Israel is the home, then the 
diasport is the attic on top of the 
home. Those who live in the 
attic dare not forget the structure 
that supports it! 

Today I know of rabbis who 
are no longer members in the 
Zionist movement. I know of 
Tabbis who have fought against 


refused to cooperate in UJA 
drives. True, they are not moti- 
vated by anti-Zionist thinking. 
Yet, the very injection of local and 
extraneous considerations in our 
Israel responsibilities is repre- 
sentative of a distortion of values 
and a blurring of vision. 

In numerous communities the 
entire Zionist movements rests on 
the shoulders of the rabbi. Zion- 
ist public relations and pro-Israel 
philanthropic activities look to 
the rabbis for support and even 
direction. In spite of all this, we 
should not fail to notice the first 
manifestations of a creeping pa- 
ralysis in the decaying Zionist 
consciousness of a significant mi- 
nority of rabbis in America today. 
It is helpful to have Alpert re- 
mind us of the danger.
